Thus, traditionally Anatolia is the territory that comprises approximately the western two-thirds of the 
Asian part of Turkey. However, since the Armenian Genocide and declaration of the Turkish Republic in 
1923, the Armenian Highlands had been renamed Eastern Anatolia by the Turkish government [3| and 
Anatolia is often considered to be synonymous with Asian Turkey, which comprises almost the entire 
country.
